The  Missouri  Southern  College  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Council  for  the  United 
Nations  was  organized  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  community  and  world 
in  which  we  live. 

The  Collegiate  Council  for  the  United  Nations  conducts  a  Midwest  Model  United 
Nations  meeting,  which  Is  a  mock  session  of  the  United  Nations  that  meets  In  St. 
Louis  each  Spring.  Approximately  seventy  colleges  and  universities  send  delegates.
